WHITE IHOUSE TOO SMALL

ENLARGCEMENT OF THE EXECUTVE
MANSION CONTEMPLATED.

The Necoaslty of Improvemente=0hjee
Joctiona To an Entirely New Sirnoe-
frre = AMakeahilin  to NHouder the
Clnssle Rolie Safe.

The news that Congress is to take
np serionsly the sanbject of enlarging
the Wihite Honse in Washington
oomes not a day too soon, says the
Now York Post, The need of some
snoh relief us long been plain, but
o President wsince Harrison has
moved o the mabtter. Prasident
Cleveland preferred to set up a bhome
nt a conmiderably distance from his
office, so as to be sure of refuge whera
politicians and enriosity-soekern wonld
have no excass for intruding on his
privacy, President MoKinley, thongh
nsing the White House for domestio
as well ns public purposes, finds it
spacious enough for his small family,
and has never encouraged proposals
to enlarge it for his own comfort,

But the question has asased to be
one of mere personnl convenienos.
The groeat inerenso of exocutive hnsi-
neas hiak made necessary o correspond-
ing incronse in the President's cleri-
oal forpe, and this, in its tarn, meann
more furniture, more heavy books
and files, and many more parsons
continually comiug and going, The
old timbers were evidenly not laid
with a view to such a strain, and
bandr and breaks have vocnrred from
time to time, till certain parts of the
interior of the building are relios of
ingonions  patphwork, The 1oain
staironsu gave way in President Ar-
thor's time, and had to be tied into
place with chaing, wlich tradition
says are still doing duty, hidden in a
partition, A beam nuder one of the
doorways throngh which hundreds of
persons sometimes pass in o (day
orncked several years ago and had to
be reinforood with metal plates and
bolts. An enterprising mechanie,
who attached the cold-air box to the
present heating apoaratus, fuding
one of the masonry urclies in the col-
lar iu his way, cut through it to save
o deflection, thus muking it necessnry
to put in o less satisfactory support
after his trick bad been discovered.
It is an open secret in Washington
that the floors of the parlors snd
state corridors always have to ba sus-
tained by rows of temporary wooden
piers when the President holds his
receptions, 8o great have the orowds
become, Thuese are o few of many
facts which have come to publie no-
tice, showing that some form of relief
in not enly desirable, but essentinl lo
the safety of human life and limb.
Congress has had repeated warnings,
but has always preferred to spend
the Government's money on other
things, and treat the White Honse to
o little more patching. If it had hns-
banded the fortunes which it has
wastod upon inferior works of art and
makeshilt repairg, and devoted all
this to the enlargement of the Presi-
deot’s officinl home, the country would
have approved ith conrse as in the
Jine of true egonomy.

The thing which undonbtedly has
roetardod any permanent improvement
i% the fuct that whenever the snbjeoct
Lias been agituted some Philistine in
anthority bas began to make plans
for n radical change, involving the
demolition of the present strnoture
and the substitution of something
wote “modern.”  This wonld be van-
dalism indeed. The priceless histor-
ie memories whiok cluster aronnd the
old pile forbid it, The best artistic
indgwent in the country would revolt
atbit, for the White House is arohitec-
turally a rare specimen of the work
done by an earvlier generation, when
the republionsn idea was associated in
men's minds with olassic art as well
us olassie politios, [t wonld be inde-
fensible on ebonomicnl grounds, be-
onnse, however mnch the interior of
the honse may have suffered from
atraning which it was not meant to bear,
the ontside walls and supporting par-
titions are worthy of a baronial cas-
tle, and & monument to the conscience
ns wall as tha skill of their builders,
I short, no plan for o change ought
to be tolerated which does not have
for ita central idea not only the pres-
ervation of the old building, but the

Thoughtisssly Sat By an Ariay OMoer
Whe Has Slnos Become Famoun,

The groatest prairie fire known iv
Kunaas was in the yoar 1860, and il
was aet by an officer of the Uniter
States Government, This officer i
now in Washington, and, during the
Spanish War, his name was more fre
quently in the papera than any other
Ono day in 1800 he and a party o
offieers from Forl Hays wers return
ing from n wild turkey hnnt in thy
eanons of the Saline. The wind wa:
blowing a harrioane, and when a stog
wis made on the high prairie kome
ten miles north of Hays this office
deliberntely tonohed a matoh o the
dry, crisp grass in order to mnake »
spoctacle, When the other officers
saw what ho was aboubt to do they
mnde a desperate effort to stop him,
but the deed had been done and the
red flames were resling aoross the
prairie like n» frightened antelope.

A record-breaking feat in railroad
| bridgo building was perforied on the
Itock Taland line near Lineoln, Nab.,
| the other day. 1t connisted of taking
ot a big wooden bridge and replac:
ing it with a steel one in an honr and
| thirty-two minutes, and wilhout
blooking traflie. The steel bridge
was seventy-sight feet in length and
woighed eighty tons. Tt wan shipped
from the faotory in seotions to Hoke-
hy, n station three miles from the
place where it was pub in.  Hers it
was riveted together.

The old strocture rested on con:
erote abutmenta put in after a diras.
trous wreok five years ago. The
bolts and spikes of the old siructure
were romoved after the new one had
been snspended above.

The
first step toward the formation ol
these republics was the emigration,
during 1836 and 1837, of about B0O0D
Duteh farmers from the Cape Colony,
& movement which is geuerally roe-
ferred to as the Great Trek, These
men went ont of the Colony and en-
tablished themsalves in the vast hLio-
teiland,
